Government and iho People, 

Tho earliest tormof government every- 
where appears os thatof the strong mon, 
or best warrior, Among nomadic peo» 
plo, like the Arabs and ‘Tartars, a now 
tribe begins with a secoder from an old 
one, like Cain, Ishmael, or Esau, 
whose desertion proves his spirit, 
and who has only bia skill and 
courage to depend on, Among the Po- 
iynesians, the chiefs are ‘regarded with 
the utmost awe, as gods, or rather de» 
mong, whose spirits live ou tho souls of 
common men, but who baye the merit of 
protecting their own people against the 
still more malignant chiofs of other 
tribes. Not very different is tho idea 
of aking which we find among the ne- 
groes, the early Greeks, or the early 
Teutous. The Iliad gives us the best 
possible type of it. Tho king is the 
boro, the «rtalos, the human god, whose 
superiority of body and mind make him 
the natural ruler’of a warlike people. 
Originally, perhaps an outlaw, ho be- 
comes aking by his own merit. He 
bends the bow which no one elee gan 
use, he throws a stone two stropg hinds 
could not litt. He alone knows how to 
tame a horse, to plow, tomake a ship, to 
build a castle, Uis wealth, acquired by 
superior strength and skill, enables him 
to have a fortified house, a chariot, an 
armed retiuue, while his people have 
nothing ofthe sort, Under him they 
sully ont toa neighboring state, destroy 
the men,and carry off the chattels aud 
women; and shen similar calamities 
threaten them, bo only can protect them. 
Ue rules with absolute power, gives a 
friend R few cities us a campliment, 
disdaing to resson with ibe populace 
escept with blows, «tl forms of gure 
ernment are modifications of this primi- 
tive tyranny.

lished themselves in the Flowery Land 
by devin, out Lo leer ON DERDI. 


Their first emporors wero despots, and 
often tyrauts, Alter many revolutions, 
thoro followed a division of the 
country among muny petty — princes, 
Confucins, bnilding on strictly hia- 
torical foundations, brought about the 
presont constitution, under which the 
emporor is tbooretioally nbeolute, but 
whose administration ia in the hands of 
the mandarins, who sre appointed, 
after examination, by bureaux of ther 
predecessors, and tuk constitute a per- 
manent oligarchy of the learned opice- 
holding elass In Vigypt and in India 
the king was a despot, and in the former 
couvtry the nume of the Arst king was 
held ju tho utmost detestation, But in 
both we find the remarkable jnslitution 
of varni or caste, which shows that the 
raco towhieh the king belonged was 
amall, aud was afraid of absorytion by 
the conquered people, ‘Lhe priests, ns 
the guardians of mosals, nnd therefore 
consta, Were very, yaneh honored and ro- 
epected, and shared,in various propor: 
tions, the power of the king. ‘he So- 
metic constitutions wore ynriations of 
the old nomadictypea, "The “princes of 
the people” ruled in ordinary times; bnt 
certain officers called sephotes (the “Julg- 
ea” of Hobrew seripture, thesusfetcs of tho 
Roman accounts of Carthage) were same- 
times olectod, and invested with dicta- 
torial powers, Sometimes thay mnda 
thomselves”kings, ‘The old” Anlatic 
monarchies, the Assyrian, the Babyloni- 
an, nod the Persian, rested purely on 
conquest, and, outside the king's he. 
reditary dominions, discharged ng funo- 
tion of govornment, except, of course, 
raising taxes. In Greece, the powor 
of the — hero-kings went out, 
though not without many fluctuations, 
during the sixth contury B. O, when 
onch city bocame rich enough to have 
walls, as well as tho king's castle, and 
to oppose Lis retainers with nu organe 
ized militia. Where all were armod 
alike, thea majority rulod--bevause it 
soemad evident that thoy could beat the 
minority, Thus originated thosa forma 
of govornmont which since the time of 
Aristotle have uanally beon recognized 
among ne. It was observation of Greek 
custom which led this philosopher to 
the conclusion ibat tbere were three 
chiot ty pes ot government, tho mouarchy, 
the aristocracy und the democracy; that 
each was liable to devenernte---the 


monarchy into tyranny, or tbe mereiy 
selfish rule of ono; the aristocracy into 
oligarchy, or the similar nbusgot power 
by a elique; and the democracy into 
ochlocracy, or tho, rule of the ignorant 
and vicious, nny ono of whick chavgos 
would rulu the state and induce a reac 
tion. During the interval, there might, 
says Aristotle, be un anarchy, but this 
could not last. Of courso, the reason it 
never lasted im bis time, is that the 
Greek states were always at war, and 
that government zs usually noceasnry to 
conduct a war, Changes similar to those 
which occurred in Greece duriug the 
sixth century 2. U. befoll about the 
same tine and from amlar catgen 
throughout Europe, And tho wars of 
so many small republics ended in their 
absorption by the Roman Empire, This 
may be regarded as the beoginmug of 
our own constitutional history, Let ns 
puuse here to look about us. 

I havo said that the nradactive labar. 
crasten subject degraded class, and 
that goverpinents were inetitnted to put 
aud keep them in subjection. With ra- 
gard io the uations of which we have 
been tulking, 1 conceive the position 
can berdly ba disputed.

“CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION. 

The dispatches from Philadelphia 
show that our Republico-Democratio 
government is making earnest and able 
if not entirely successful efforts to emu- 
late the costly and gaudy pageants of 


European monarchies. On the second 
day of the Constitutiun’s Centennial 
Jubilee it is sald that nearly “30,000 
uniformed soldiers passed in reviw be- 
fore the chiof magistrate and the high 
officers of this uid other governments, 
and at their hend rode General {Big G.] 
Phil H. Sheridan.” On the reviewing 
stand there were about a dozen govern- 
ors of States, and Senator Ingalls of 
Kansas. Aftor describing at somo length 
the array of distinguished visitors tho 
account proceeds thus: 


When theline reached the reviewing stand 
tho president’s carringo halted, and, as he 
alighted to take his pies on the reviewing 
balcony on tho grand stund, the cavatrymen 
stood “right about faco” nnd saluted” him. 
Thero was a continuous round of cheors as 
tho preaident rode by, and he bowed his uc- 
knowledgements of the compliment as he 
passod cach stund, After saluting tho presi 
dent tho city troop procceded down Bron 
street to take its place ia the procession. 


How very like does this sound to the 
descriptions given us by foreign court 
journals, of the parades of royalty? 

The “memorial address” was delivered 
by Justice Millor, one of the associate 
Justices of the United States supreme 
court. This address occupied one hour 
and ton minutes in delivery, and was, as 
might have been expected, from be- 
ginning to end little elev than a glorifi- 
cation of the work of the convention 
that fotmulated the document called the 
“Constitution of the United States,” 
acd a recital of the alleged blessings that 
flowed from its adoption. 


Justica Millerin his closing remarks 
said: . 

ft but repeal the language of tho sapreme 
eourt of the United States when Teay thatia 
this country the juw js supreme, No man ie 
fo high as to bhe nbove the law, Nooliicer of 
the government may disregard It withim- 
punity. To thiginborn und uative regard far 
aw aga governing power wo nro indebted 
Jargely tor the wonderful success nnd prose 
perity ol our people, for the security of our 
tights and when the highest law ta which wa 

ay this houmpe is the Constitution of the 
Fnited States, the history of the world has 

rescnied no such wonder of a prosperous, 
lappy, civil government. 


“Homage was originally the act of 
a feudal tenant by which he declared 
himself, on hid bended knees, to be the 
hommage or bondman to the lord."—~ 
Wobster. 


So, then, when wo pay homage to“law” 
we ncknowledge aurselyea the bond- 
men, the slaves: of the law. “The 
law ig supreme,” says the learned 
Judge.” Homage ie au act of rev- 
erence, of adoration or worship, 
from an inferior to a superior. As 
freemen we refuse to bow the knee or to 
pay homage to any man or set of men 
and yet woare tequired to bow the knee 
and pay homage ton law, a “constitu. 
tion,” that is neither moro nor lesa than 
the work, theopinions, of men, Why is 
this? Is the work of mau, or of men, 
more worthy of homage and adoration 
than the man himself, or the men them- 
selyes? Can an imperfoct man, or a 
hundredimperfect men, make n perfect 
law? And even if it were possible 
for imperfect men to mako a per- 
foct law, would that fact make it the 
duty of othor men to obey and reverence 
that law? 


The laws of nature, the laws of God~ 
if there be a God behind or above nature 
—nre believed to be perfect Jaws, but do 
we pry homnge to those laws and treat 
thom as supreme? ‘Take the law (or 
force) of gravitation. This law is be- 
Heved to boaunivorsal one—alwaya and 
everywhere operative, and yet we do not 
pay homage uor acknowledgo allegiance 
toit, We nso it, wo work with 1t, when 
jt snita us to do s0; and we work against 
it, we contravene and defy it to tho ut. 
most of our nbility, whenever ite action 
would defeat our purposes. In other 
words wotry to make friends and serv- 
ants of the laws and forces of nature, 
not lords and masters of them, 


And so, likewise, we sbould troat the 
works, the opinions of our ancestors, ths 
wise and good men who have lived on 
tho oarth before our time, When our 
judgment, our own experience, tells us 
that their precepts, their laws, their 
constitutions are wise, und that they are 
goodand siitable to our times and cir- 
cumstances we should use them, obey 
them, “pay homage” to them (if you like 
the word), but if we believe these pre- 
cepts, these laws to be wrong in prin- 
plo or uneuited to our times and cir- 
cumstances we should reject them, ignore 
them, aul it necessary defy them and 
the men who would enforce the obsery- 
ance of these precepts, teso laws of the 
lead past, upon ue 

“Treason!” says one—Revolution|” 
says another, 

Why, yes; in the senso that the old 
abolitionists tanght treason and revolu- 


tion, sv also do we teach treason and 
revolution. But it does not follow be- 
canse we tench revolution we therefore 
advocate the shedding cf blood or the 
destruction of property. We adyocate 
neither theove nor the other, Passive 
resistance to tyranny js often moro ef- 
fective than armed resistance. The pas- 
sive resistance offered by the carponter, 
D. B. Boutwell, in Topeka the other 
day, who was dragged by the heels from 
the police court to the rock pile and 
thence to a dark and horribly filthy cell 
in the city prison—nll beenuse he re- 
fused to play informer on his fellow- 
boarders who wero accused of no crime—~ 
this passive resistance will doubtless do 
more towards dethroning the cowardly 
knaves and roffiens who now disgrace 
human nature by their worse than brutal 
treatment of honest but poor men and 
women, than would the sbooting of a 
dozen policemen in self-defense or the 
blowing up of tho city jail by dynamite. 


“No man is so high as to be above the 
law,’ say Judgo Miller. Per contra, we 
would say, No law is so high as to be 
above man-~that is to sny, no human 
enactment is so Ligh as to be abovo the 
natural rights of man, Wo think Black- 
stone, another eminent jurist, was moro 
nearly right when hesaid: 

“Tho law of nature is of superior obli- 
gation to every other; no human laws 
are of validity as contrary to thie, and 
such of them as are valid derive all their 
force from this original.” 

Again, Blackstone is thus roported, 
“Weare bound to transgress human Jaw 
Then tbat contradicts divino or natural 

aw.” 

Of course, by the terms “law of 
nature,” “natural Jaw,” Blackstone must 
mean, natural right, natural justice! 
He can not menn tlhe laws or forcesof 
tho physical universe, for the violations 
of these, as aforesaid, are not considered 
crimes, though they may take the form 
of vices, 


So then, we would iterate and reiterate 
the doctrine, the principle that law, bu- 
man taw, ia made for man, not man for 
the law. The law is not “supreme,” but 
human rights are eupreme,’ Tho law is 
the servant, not the master. The law is 
the creature, not the creator, The same 
idea 16 expressed in tho proamble to the 
Declaration of Independence when it 
Bays: 

“To secure these rights flite, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness} govern- 
ments aro instituted among men, deriv- 
ing their just powers from the consent 
ofthe governed; that, whenever any 
form of government becomes destructive 
of these ends it is the right of the peo- 
plo to alter or to abolish it, and to insti- 
tute a new governmert, laying its foun- 
dation on such principles, and organe 
izing its powers in sugh form as to them 
shall seem most likely to effect their 
safety and happinoss.’ 


Will nuy one dare to sny that our prege 
ent government secures the right to life 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness to 
all the cithens? On the contrary, is it 
not true that in a thonsand ways, the 
government, the law, the constitution ot 
the United States, aro ihe most deadly 


enemies to these natural righta?

THE COMING THEOCRACY. 

Thero ia a large, powerful and rapidly 
augmenting element in the Christian 
Church which is determined that all 
laws abhall bo ndministored not merely 
in the interest of that Church but by it 
directly, King Jesus is the ruler of 
nations und the Church is the power ap- 
pointed by him toexecutehis judgments, 
This is their postulate, more and more 
boldly avowed as tho years pnes and the 
prohibitory idea spreads and is accepted 
by larger and larger numbers of the 
people, 

Yes, “Liberal” prohibitionists, it is 
through prohibition that the Church 
hopes and expects to gain complete con- 
trol of tho civil power. If you cannot 
ve lod to seo the folly and crime of the 
principle of prohibition, in iteelf, pər- 
haps you may see nnd heed the flaming 
danger signala to which only the totally 
blind can longer bo oblivious, and so 
coase to give your support to a party 
whose success means a theocracy, pure 
and simple; menns tho utter overthrow 
of religious fiberty. 

Indications multiply on every band 
that the prohibition party, The National 
Reform Association (God-in-the-Consti+ 
tution party,) the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, and the Sabbatarian 
associations aro one in origin, spiritand 
purpose and soon will bo one in united 
action. Let us look at some of 
these indications equarely and 
critically and seo 1f my conclusion is 
not fully warranted by the facts, 

To the recent convention of the Now 
York prohibitionista, at Syracuse, went 
918 delegates. A vote ın the conven- 


tion showed that ninety-five of these 
were ministers, while the church officers 
were “too many to count,” and it wag 
exultingly declared that all present were 
church members. The proceedings re- 
sembled church services and ended in 
putting a clergyman at the head of the 
tickot as the nominee for Secretary of 
State. 

The New York Voice is the national 
organ of the Prohibition party, Its cir- 
culation is much greator than that of all 
the Liberal papers of all classes, It 
now numbers among ite , subscribers 
6000 clergymen nnd is raising a fund to 
enable it to send a copy regularly until 
after November, 1888, to each of the 
60,000 ministers, Catholic and Proteste 
ant, in the United States, whose names 
and addreeses it has, 

To accomplish this great undertaking 
$45,000 aro needed, and subscriptions to 
tue fund are pourivg in in sums ranging 
in amount from fifty dollara to $2,500. 
Nogarding this entorprise, the Voice 
BAYS: 

This an intolligent and practicable attempt 
to bring thoentlroe minletry to our side, and

Does 
he want his congregation to obey the sermon 
onthe mount? Were they to undertake it 
you would hear Efd, Braden say; *‘\Where 
inthe d——ickens is my salary to come 
from?”
